On May 1, 2013, Tule Basin Farms (TBF) filed a petition for temporary change to transfer up to 3,520 acre feet of 
water pursuant to Water Code section 1725 et seq., under water right License 2840 (Application 10030).  The water 
will be transferred to participating State Water Contractor (SWC) Agencies via groundwater substitution.  The 
proposed SWC Agencies that will use the water are Kern County Water Agency, Dudley Ridge Water District, and 
Empire-West Side Irrigation District.  The proposed change will include the addition of (1) the State Water Project’s 
(SWP) Harvey O. Banks Pumping Plant as a point of diversion; and (2) add a portion of the service area of the 
SWP to the place of use.  Temporary changes under Water Code section 1725 may be effective for a period of up 
to one year.
